To properly dispose of household hazardous and
electronic waste such as old paint, batteries, insec-
ticides, cleansers, computers, monitors, televisions,
and other toxic substances, visit the new Antelope
Valley Environmental Collection Center in the City
of Pamdale. Opened in August 2005, the Center is
operated as ajoint partnership between the Cities of
Pamdale and Lancaster, the Cdifornia Integrated
Waste Management Board, the County of Los
Angeles, L.A. County Supervisor Antonovich and
Waste Management. The Center provides a safe,
efficient, convenient method for al Antelope
Valley residents to drop-off household hazardous
and electronic waste for free. The Center is open on
the first and third Saturday of each month from 9:00
am. to 3:00 p.m. and is located at 1200 West City
Ranch Road in Palmdale.

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WHAT IS ILLEGAL DUMPING?

Illegal dumping is any unauthorized disposal of
waste on any public or private property. Usualy,
people dump illegally to avoid collection and
disposa fees, or because they believe proper
disposal isjust “too much trouble.”

State and County laws both
specify drict penalties for
people convicted of illegal
dumping,  which may
include fines up to $10,000,
seizure of ther vehicle,
and/or incarceration of six
months in jail. Find out
what YOU can do to help on
the back of thisbrochure.

WHY IS ILLEGAL DUMPING A SERIOUS
PROBLEM FOR THE COMMUNITY?

There are three reasons: money, health, and the
environment.

Specificaly, illegal dumping:

o Costs taxpayers millions of dollars in clean-up
costs

o Negatively impacts plants and wildlife
o Poses safety hazards to people, especialy children

o Provides a breeding ground for disease carrying
rodents, insects and other vermin

e Disrupts natural land and water processes
¢ Pollutes surface and ground water

RECYCLE YOUR OLD WORN OUT TIRES

Waste tires are a mgjor source of pollution. Tires
illegally dumped in fields, ditches and on roadsides
are unsightly and a safety hazard. They collect
water that can serve as a breeding ground for
mosquitoes which can spread the West Nile Virus.
They can also catch fire and rel ease toxic smoke.

The County of Los Angeles and the Cities of
Palmdale and Lancaster hold regular waste tire
collection events for residents to recycle their tires.
Rubber from used tires is turned into crumb rubber
for use in highway paving as well as playground
meats and other surfaces.
